PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT  1980 


The  Planning  Board  focused  its  attention  on  several  major 
special  projects  this  year  in  addition  to  continuing  the  routine 
work  of  reviewing  plot  plans,  variances,  commercial  building 
permits  and  special  permit  requests. 

During  1980  the  Board  continued  to  work  to  develop  a  compre- 
hensive set  of  maps  for  the  Town.     A  map  outlining  the  wetland 
areas  in  Town  was  designed  as  an  overlay  to  the  base  map, 
adding  to  the  ongoing  project  which  includes  a  topographical 
map,  a  soil  analysis  map,  a  property  line  may  and  a  house  loca- 
tion map.     The  Board  also  contracted  for  the  next  phase  of  the 
project,  a  watershed-drainage  basis  map.     An  informational  work- 
shop was  held  with  other  Town  boards  to  explain  the  map  system 
with  the  hope  that  other  boards  could  make  use  of  this  import- 
ant resource. 
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Another  major  accomplishment  of  the  Planning  Board  was  approval 
at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  of  an  amendment  to  the  Protective  By- 
Law  which  established  a  Flood  Plain  District  in  the  Town. 
Approval  of  this  district  ensured  for  the  Town  continued  partici- 
pation in  the  Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program.     Other  By-Law 
amendments  have  been  recommitted  for  further  study,  and  major 
By-Law  improvements  will  be  proposed  in  1981.     Public  education 
about  the  By-Law,  interpretation  of  specific  applications  of 
the  By-Law,  and  ongoing  enforcement  continue  to  be  of  concern  to 
the  Town. 

In  the  area  of  communications  systems,  the  Board  worked  with 
telephone  company  officials  to  expand  the  service  options 
available  in  the  Town.     Also  the  development  of  a  Cable  Tele- 
vision Service  System  for  the  Town  is  a  current  project  of 
of  the  Board. 

Under  the  Scenic  Roads  Act,  the  Board  reviewed  a  request  to 
cut  trees  on  Fort  Hill  Road  to  make  room  for  the  moving  of  a 
house  from  the  grounds  of  the  Hampshire  County  Hospital.  After 
an  on-site  inspection  and  a  public  hearing,  the  Board  issued 
stipulations  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Town  and  preserve 
the  appearance  of  the  road,  yet  permit  the  relocation  of  the  house. 

Major  goals  for  the  Planning  Board  in  1981  include  an  extensive 
review  of  the  Protective  By-Law,  with  proposals  for  amendments 
in  several  areas,  increased  interaction  with  other  Town  Boards 
and  the  public,  and  continued  work  on  the  Town  mapping  project. 

The  Planning  Board  encourages  public  participation  in  its  meet- 
ings which  are  held  the  first  and  third  Monday  of  each  month 
in  the  Town  Office.     Special  meetings  and  public  hearings  are 
announced  in  the  Gazette.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Selectmen  organized  with  Richard  L.  Childs,  Chairman,  Jeanne 
E.  Hemenway,  Clerk,  and  Arthur  J.  King,  Welfare  Chairman.  All 
routine  matters  were  handled  with  the  efficient  assistance  of 
the  Town  Secretary,  Jeanne  Larareo.     Our  new  member,  Arthur 
King,  has  increased  our  coverage  of  other  than  routine  meet- 
ings, which  has  been  most  helpful. 

The  Highway  Dept.   reports  16  storms,  ten  snowstorms  accumulat- 
ing 23"  reguiring  plowing,   3  freezing  rains,   3  heavy  rainstorms 
causing  flooding  and  heavy  damage.     Under  Chapter  #570  we 
applied  for  and  received  $6,260.34  for  the  damage.     With  money 
saved  by  less  use  of  salt,   sand  and  eguipment  because  of  the 
mild  winter,  $9,000.00  was  used  to  blacktop  streets  and  to  pay 
$3,800.00  for  a  reguired  bridge  survey.     The  last  section  of 
the  100%  State  funded  rebuilding  of  Mountain  St.  was  started. 
Because  Fiscal    '81  money  did  not  become  available  until  winter, 
the  topping  and  slope  grading  and  seeding  remains  slated  for 
this  spring. 

An  official  order  to  close  the  dump  by  July  1,  1980  was  complied 
with  temporarily  by  installing  bins  for  removal  to  a  land  fill. 
It  was  voted  to  install  a  cement  pad  and  ramp  for  a  compactor. 
The  project  has  been  stalled,   first  by  a  reguired  survey  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  dump  lot,   secondly  by  finding  that  the 
12  bids  received  far  exceed  our  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the 
ramp  and  pad.     Most  recently  the  Board  of  Health  is  investigat- 
ing a  package  deal  whereby  we  might  contract  for  installation 
of  the  site  preparation  and  the  rental  of  a  compactor. 

In  light  of  Proposition  2^,   it  is  very  difficult  to  complete 
planned  projects  and  to  intelligently  plan  future  replacement 
of  ageing  eguipment.

SEWER  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Sewer  Commission  organized  with  Richard  L.  Childs,  Chair- 
man,    Walter  E.  Kellogg,  III,  Clerk  and  Harry  W.  Warner,  Jr. 
Regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesday  each 
month  at  the  Town  Office. 

The  first  connections  to  the  sewer  were  made  in  June,  1980, 
with  approximately  150  connections  made  before  the  first  of 
December.     Over  200  permits  have  been  issued,  indicating 
many  more  are  waiting  for  good  weather  to  connect. 

In  October,   the  Board  of  Health  notified  all  those  along  the 
river  they  must  connect  to  the  sewer  within  a  reasonable 
time,  unless  they  have  an  adeguate  septic  system. 

Applications  for  connections  are  available  at  the  Town  Office, 
mornings,  and  these  must  be  filled  out  and  a  permit  received 
before  any  work  can  be  done.

During  the  1980  session  of  the  General  Court,  several  new  statutes 
of  importance  relating  to  education  were  written  into  law. 
Among  them  were  the  following: 
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1.  Chapter  111  requires  testing  for  postural  defects  on 
an  annual  basis  for  all  students  in  grades  5-9. 

2.  Chapter  144  requires  a  period  of  silence  for  meditation 
or  prayer  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  day  for  all 
grades  in  all  public  schools. 

3.  Chapter  434  requires  teachers  and  other  professionals 
who  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  a  child  is 
being  abused  or  neglected,  to  report  such  conditions  and 
that  those  who  fail  to  do  so  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  up  to  $1,000.00 

Undoubtedly,  the  single  most  inportant  and  far  reaching 
statute  which  became  effective  in  1980,  did  not  result  from  an 
act  of  the  Legislature  but  rather  the  will  of  the  people  as 
expressed  in  the  referendum  question  known  popularly  as 
"Proposition  2h"  which  was  approved  on  the  November  ballot. 
As  a  result  of  that  vote,  Chapter  580  of  the  Acts  of  1980 
became  law  on  December  4th. 

This  particular  piece  of  legislation  is  destined  to  have 
rapid,  profound  and  probably  irrevocable  effects  upon  the  con- 
cepts of  public  education  as  we  know  them.     It  is  impossible 
to  predict  the  extent  of  such  changes  because  the  statute  as 
it  is  written,  includes  a  number  of  provisions  which  though 
clear  in  intent,  will  require  certain  regulatory  interpreta- 
tions as  well  as  legislative  corrections  in  order  to  make  such 
provisions  completely  workable. 

Among  the  most  important  aspects  of  the  new  law  is  the  loss  of 
fiscal  autonomy  by  school  committees.     Although  the  general 
laws  still  require  support  for  public  schools,  that  support  is 
now  legally  limited  to  the  extent  of  the  funds  actually  approved 
for  that  purpose  at  annual  town  meetings.     The  ability  of  ten 
(10)  tax  payers  to  sue  the  town  for  appropriations  less  than 
those  budgeted  for  by  the  school  committee,  no  longer  exists. 

One  of  the  interpretations  of  the  law  which  has  already  been 
handed  down  from  the  appropriate  regulatory  agency  of  the  Common- 
wealth, makes  it  clear  that  although  the  voters  may  determine 
what  the  total  school  appropriation  shall  be,   it  will  remain  the 
judgement  of  the  School  Committee  as  to  how  such  funds  shall  be 
expended . 

Full  understanding  of  this  concept  must  be  clear  in  the  minds  of 
the  voters  so  as  to  preclude  any  misunderstanding  should  the 
appropriation  voted  be  less  than  the  school  committee's  budget. 
In  effect,  the  voters  may  express  their  feelings  as  to  which 
portion  or  portions  of  the  budget  should  be  reduced,  but  the 
school  committee  retains  the  legal  responsibility  of  determin- 
ing where  to  reduce  expenditures  to  meet  the  "bottom  line" 
limit  imposed  by  town  meeting.

Preparing  for  the  impact  of  "Proposition  2h"  has  over  shadowed 
all  other  activities  during  1980.     Unfortunately,  the  statute 
was  written  by  individuals  who  were  not  sufficiently  familiar 
with  the  operation  of  regional  school  districts  to  forsee  the 
magnitude  of  the  problem  which  we  now  face.     We  remain  hopeful, 
however,  that  corrective  legislation  and/or  workable  regula- 
tions will  be  adopted  early  enough  in  1981  so  as  to  clarify 
the  law  without  necessarily  altering  its  original  intent. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  the  voters  in  each  of  the  five  (5) 
member  towns  will  have  the  final  word  on  the  extent  to  which 
each  community  shall  fund  its  regional  assessment.     The  special 
problem  which  is  created  for  regional  school  districts,  has  to 
do  with  not  knowing  how  to  deal  with  the  situation  where  if  one 
member  town  votes  to  appropriate  its  full  assessment  and  another 
votes  to  appropriate  something  less  than  its  full  share 

The  agreement  that  established  the  Hampshire  Regional  School 
District,  requires  that  the  costs  be  apportioned  in  direct 
proportion  to  student  enrollment  from  the  member  towns.  Thus, 
if  one  town  appropriates  only  90%  (for  instance)  of  its  proportion 
ate  share,  it  seems  improper  that  another  town  should  provide 
more  than  90%-  even  if  the  voters  approve  100%  funding  of  their 
share . 

As  it  now  stands  and  unless  some  definite  answers  are  developed 
very  soon,  it  may  well  be  that  the  member  town  which  reduces  its 
regional  assessment  by  the  greatest  amount  (expressed  as  a 
percentage)  shall  indeed  determine  the  upper  level  of  funding 
for  the  remaining  four  (4)  towns.     Stated  in  different  terms,  it 
is      possible  that  the  level  of  future  funding  for  Hampshire 
Regional  School  District  may  no  longer  be  determined  by  represen- 
tatives from  all  five  (5)   towns  working  together  in  unity  for 
the  collective  good  of  the  District's  pupils  as  a  whole.  Instead 
it  may  come  to  pass  that  the  community  least  willing  and/or 
able  to  support  secondary  education,  shall  cause  the  more  willing 
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and/or  able  communities  to  lower  their  financial  support 
regardless  of  their  desire  to  maintain  higher  levels. 

If  at  town  meetings,  one  or  more  towns  vote  a  lesser  than 
requested  assessment  figure;  or  if  all  towns  do  not  vote  their 
appropriate  shares  or  some  lesser  but  identical  percentage  of 
their  shares,  and  if  no  answer  to  this  type  of  dilemma  has  come 
forth  from  the  Legislature,  we  shall  face  a  crisis  which,  if 
unresolved,  could  destroy  the  integrity  of  the  District. 

Between  now  and  the  1981  annual  town  meetings,  I  intend  to 
continue  my  efforts  in  support  of  appropriate  corrective 
changes  in  this  new  law,  provided  that  such  modifications  do 
not  subvert  the  original  intent  of  the  electorate.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a 
used  vehicle  for  the  Fire  Chief  and  to  determine  whether 
this  sum  shall  be  taken  from  available  funds,  raised  by  taxa- 
tion, or  take  any  other  action  thereon.  RECOMMEND 

ARTICLE  20.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $7,800.00  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a 
new  Cruiser  for  the  Police  Dept.  and  to  determine  whether 
this  sum  shall  be  taken  from  available  funds,  raised  by  taxa- 
tion, or  take  any  other  action  thereon.  RECOMMEND 

ARTICLE  21.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $20,000.00  to  be  transferred  to  the 
Stabilization  Fund,  and  to  determine  whether  said  sum  shall 
be  raised  by  taxation,  taken  from  available  funds,  or  take 
any  other  action  thereon.  RECOMMEND 

ARTICLE  22.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
the  Haydenville  Center  School,  and  to  determine  whether  this 
sum  shall  be  raised  by  taxation,  taken  from  available  funds, 
or  take  any  other  action  thereon.

ARTICLE  24.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  41,  section  45A  of  the  General  Laws  which 
provides  that  if  a  town  has  less  than  five  thousand  inhabi- 
tants, and  the  above  chapter  and  section  of  the  General  Laws 
is  accepted  by  vote  of  the  town,  the  board  of  selectmen  shall 
thereafter  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  commissioners 
of  trust  funds  until  such  time  as  the  number  of  inhabitants 
of  said  town  shall  exceed  five  thousand,  or  take  any  other 
action  thereon.  RECOMMEND 
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ARTICLE  25.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  40,  section  4G  of  the  General  Laws,  which 
would  increase  the  limitation  on  bid  advertisement  require- 
ments for  the  purchase  of  equipment,  supplies  or  materials 
from  $2,000  to  $4,000,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon.
